Sir Edward Carson, in moving an 
amendment to that effect, pleaded for 
serious consideration of the questioa. 
which might, he said be vital to the 
success of the bill and to the whoie 
constitution of the United Kingdom. 
1. was, he sa'd, a question of whether 
the House of Commons had made uo 
its mind to drive Ulster out of the 
constitution ander which it desired to 
remain. Never without the use of 
furce could the Uster people be 
ferced to submit to the degradatioa 
of a Parliament in Dublin which was 
abhorrent and loathvome to them. 

Premier Asquith followed Sir E1- 
ward Carson and immediately mode it 
quite clear that the Government 
would not accept the amendment to 
the Home Rule bill. 

It would wreck the bill, he declare '. 
as the effect of the amendment wouid 
be to excude several Nationalist 
counties from the operations of the 
Act. Ireland, he continued, must 
be treated as a whole on the princl- 
ple that what is beneficial for the 
country as a whole could not in the 
long run be injurious to any part 
thereof. 

The Premier asked the Unionists to 
declare clearly what their attitude 
would be if the Home Rule bil! in its 
present form waw submitted to the 
electorate and approved. 

Andrew Bonar Law, the leader of 
the Opposition said that if the bi'l 
were put before the electors and they 
supported it, the Conservative party 
would not encourage resistance to It 
by the Ulsterites.

TURKS CO NCEDE MUCH’ 


MUST Armed With Hammer He Quickly Re- ‘OFFER NEARLY ALL EURoPEAN| 


POSSESSIONS FOR PEACE 


Protracted Discussions the 
Turks Have Finally Capitulated to 
the Demande of the Allies, Corced- 
ing Practically all the Territory 
Asked for. 


London.—Aftér protracted diplomat- 
ic skirmishes, the Turks finally cap- 
tulated to a majority of the demanis 
of the Balkan allies at the New Year's 
session of the peace conference in St. 
James Palace. Through Rechad 
Pasha they agreed to cede practically 
the whole of the Ottoman Empire's 
European dominions, except Adrian- 
ople and the territory between it and 
Constantinople, to their victorious but 
traditionally despised neighbors. 

The terms the Turkish delegates 
presented to -he conference as a coun- 
ter proposal to the demands of the al- 
lies were: 

First—The rectification of Turko- 
Bu garian frontier by making the 
boundary west of the line now occu- 
pied by the troops of the allies in 
the Viavet of Adrianople. 

Second—The question of the stat- 
us of Adrianople to be settled by 
Turkey and Bulgaria direct. 

Third—The cession of the remain- 
Turkey, including 
Janina and Scutari, to the allies. 

Pourth—The Albania and Cretan 
questions to ve solved by the Powers 

Fifth—The Aegean Islands to re 
main Turkish.

A statement issued by the company 
says that it was arranged last Febru- 
ary that Mr. Ismay should retire oa 
1913, and that nothing had 
occurred to make it necessary to de- 
part from that understanding. The 
statement added that the company 
had decided that Mr, Sanderson might 
take a vacation during the first half of 
the year. 

Although Mr. Ismay resigns as 
chairman of the White Star, he con- 
tinues as director of the International 
Mercantile and Marine and a 
member of the British caw 
mittee and remains the chairman- 
ship of the Asiatic Steamship Com- 
pany and the Liverpool and Lonton 
Steamship Protective Association. 


RUSSIA LIBERATES SERFS 


Last Vestiges of Slavery Disappear in 
Caucasus 

St. Petersburg.—The Council of 
the Empire has adopted a law, abol- 
ishing the last vestiges of serfdom in 
Russia. When the rescript of Em- 
ancipation was issued in 1861, the Cau- 
casus was excepted from its provis- 
jons on account of special conditions 
there and temporary transitional mea- 
sures were instituted pending the 
adoption of the most equitable meth- 
od for giving the Serfs their freedom 
This transitional stage, now, after a 
century has been terininated, though 
there was slim opposition to its being 
abolished. 

Premier Kokovsoff personally ap- 
peared before the Council to urge the 
adoption of the new law. It already 
had passel the Duma.

Winnipeg, Decem*er 31,.—Narrow#- 
ness in the range of fluctuations, aul 
lack of activity in trvding have cha» 
acterized the speculative wheat mark- 
ets during the past sywen days; and 
in the actual Cash wh: at trade, there 
has been indifference, ; erhaps cause! 
in part by the holiday Season, or by 
the want of confidence in present 
prices, owing to a suspic on that with 
the turn of the year the supply situa- 
tion may assume a more hearish atti- 
tude. From the low pcints whicn 
prices reached at the beginning of 
December there has been in a general 
way a recovery averaging fiom lec. 
to 4c, per bushel, some markets do- 
ing a little better than others, and in 
the speculative markets at ‘east there 
has been produced an under‘one of 
bullish sentiment, which is ready o 
advance prices if something develop- 
ed which woud give a real reason for 
higher prices. If a prominent loader 
in the Chicago market would start in 
and buy, or even make a big show of 
buying May wheat, many other trad- 
ers who would like to see wheat ad- 
vance would tail on, and some fair ad- 
vance would follow; perhaps even th? 
public would take a hand in it, but 
public interest in grain speculation 
has been sadly jacking for a_ long 
time. A wet January in the Argen- 
tine would be a strong influence to 
higher prices, beceuse it would inter 
fere with the finishing of harvest and 
delay threshing and thus delay the 
exporting of the new crop as it did 
last January. In the absence of 
these factors or something like them 
we have begun to fear that there is 
no great prospect of higher prices for 
wheat for some considerable ‘ime to 
come.

“The central thought of this bon« 
is God. Its one object is to reveai 
God. In reading it-our chief desire 
ought to be to know God.” These 
words I copied from a Bible in Dr. 
Andrew Muriay's study in Wellington, 
South Africa, in August, 1898, and they 
helped me. le remarked as he saw 


me handing that particular Bible 
You wil notice that I have used that 
copy of the Scriptures to mark in :f 


ail the names of God. That whicl 
the Holy Spirit makes prominent we 
should, and in the same proportion. 
Apply this to the book of Jonah and 
see the names Lord and God forty 
times and the fish just four times and 
make the app ication yourself, 

We saw in last weeks lesson the 
first section of Scriptures, the first 
name of Deity, God (or Hebrew El- 
chim) used just tairty-five times. 
Now we have a new name, Lord God 
(Jehovah Elohim), used in this lesson 
just eleven times. and when we get 
the true meaning of the number elev- 
en we shall be surprised at the reason 
why of this. Last week we saw God 
the Creator (Elohim) work- 
ing unhindered. Al. the significance 
we see in any name of Deity is bit 
partial, for now we know only in part. 
We may always see in Elohim God as 
Creator, Jehovah is the greatest 
names in the Bible, used about 7,009 
times, ond in it we may see the Creit- 
or in special relation to man, mode 
originally in His image and to be r2- 
stored by redemption by the great 
sacrifice of the Creator becoming our 
substitute, the one who was and s 
and is to be, becoming our righteous- 
ness, our peace, our siepherd, our 
hea'th. 

In last lesson we saw man, male and 
female, made in the image of God, 
and given dominion over all other 
creatures. In this .esson we see these 
things more fully stated, and we are 
told how man was made and where 
placed, In verse 7 we read plainly 
that the Lord God formed maa of the 
dust of the ground and breathed into 
his nostrils the breath of life, and 
man became a living soul, And to 
ail the babes, the little children, who 
are neither wise nor prudent in the 
estimation of the worlds scholarships, 
who ref#eive the word with meekne3s, 
this forever aettes the question of 
how man was mode, just as chapter 
i, 1, is an end of a'l controversy as 
to creation. 

As to man made tn the Image of 
God (chapter i, 26, 27), we know that 
the Son of God appeared as a man 
to Abraham, te Joshua, to Manoah and 
others, and if you can receive what 
some believe that He took humaa 
form before He made Adam matters 
are much simplified, Lesson verses 
21, 22, tell how woman was mate, and 
to a bellever all is satisfactory.

_ NAUTICAL KNOTS AND MILES, 


A Distinction About Whict Landsmen 
Ar» Apt To Gs: Confused. 

A nautical } sot and & nautical mile 
are two differe.t things, although 
they are frequently confounced by 
landswen. 

The length of a nautical knot is 
fifty feet and eight inches, while that 
of a nautical mile varies from the 
extreme lengti of 6,107 feet and 10 


| inches to the :hovtest, 6.046 feet. This 


variation in the length of a nautical 
mile is due to the fact tht it mu-t 
cunform to a line measuring one @.n- 
ute of arc of the earth s surface at sea 
level, and as the earth is not a per- 


fect circle the radii differ, and so 
must the are 
To avoid confusion, however, the 


length of the standard nautical mile 
has been fixed by the U. §. coast 
and geodetic survey at 6,030 feet and 
31-4 inches, that being the length 
of one minute of arc of a great circle 
of a true sphere, whose surface area 
is equal to that of the earth. 

The method of determining the dis- 
tance sailed by a stip at sea in the 
early days of navigation was by means 
of a process called “heaving a log.” 


| The three-corner board with lead at- 


tached, so as to float on its edge 
that it mi:sht not be dragged through 
the water, was attached t» a long 
line, and 100 feet from the log or 
three-cornered board a knot was made 
in the line, and when the log was 
thrown into the water as the vessel 
sailed away from it the line was 
drawn out of the vessel by 
which remained 
water. 

As soon as the knot passed out over 
the rail or stern of the vessei a half 
minute sandglass was turned to show 
the time and the sand carefully 
watched until the last grain had drop- 

d inte the lower blub, and the log 
ine was then instantly st»pped at the 
rail. The distance was measured on 
the line as it was hauled in from 


where it stopped at the rai! to the | 


knot before mentioned. As a half. 
minute glass denoted the one hun- 
dred and twentieth part of an hour, 
so the log line was a one hundred 
and twentieth part of the distance a 
vessel would sail in an hour. 

In order to make the ecmputation 
more easy knots were placed on the 
log line every one hundred and twen- 
lieth part of a mile of 6.080 feet, 
which placed the knots fifty feet eight 


| inches apart, anc the number of these 
knots which the vessel sailed in half. 


@ minute were therefore equa! to the 


| number of miles that the vessel would 


sail an hour if she continued at the 


| same rate of speed. 


The knot received its name from a 
simple knot tied in the log line and 
was therefore not a mile, but merely 
the one hundred and twentieth part of 
one.

WHERE FARMING 
IS PAYING WELL 


Production In the New Glasgow In- 
dustrial District Cannot Keep 
Pace With the Demand 


The town of New Glasgow, Nova 
Scotia, is selected by Mr. W. A. 
Craick in “The Canadian Country- 
man” as typical of many towns and 
cities in the Maritime Provinces 
where industries are bringing busi- 
ness and prosperity to both farmer 
and citizen. He points out that the 
Tevival of progress in the provinces 
by the ser, where there was stag- 
nation for thirty years or more, is 
directly attributable to a single cause, 
namely, the development of industry. 
“Bydney, New Glasgow, Truro, Am- 
herst, St. John, Halifax, Moncton and 
Sackville,” says Mr. Craick, “to name 
@ few leading examples, are all on the 
up gtade because of what t'.eir indus- 
tries are accomplishing and, as the in- 
dustrial town. advance, the whole 
country will respond to the call. It 
was the building of ships that was the 
basis of the former development of the 
Maritime Provinces, It will be the 
manufacture of many other commo- 
dities that will bring back those days 
of prosperity.” 

What benefit does the community de- 
rive from this industrial development? 
New Glasgow is far enough away from 
other towns to be self-centred. There- 
fore, its working classes spend their 
money ot home. Wages are undoubted- 
ly good as compared with the cost of 
living. The average pay of machinists 
ranges from $2.50 to $2.75 per day, 
while in the structural shops workers 
earn from $2 to $2.50 per day, the 
latter price being paid for good, all- 
round men and riveters. Men who 
are capable of handling blue prints 
and acting as squad bosses in the 
structural shops get from $2.50 to $3 
per day. In the N. 8. Steel and Coal 
Co. all the men employed in the mills 
afe paid by the tonnage; helpers earn 
from $2.60 to $3 per day and rollers 
from $5 to $6 per day. Wages of 
ordinary laborers in New Glasgow are 
17% cents per hour. Summing every- 
thing up, it is computed that between 
$76,000 and $100,000 cash is put into 
circulation every fortnight in New 
Glasgow, Stellarton and Westville, of 
which a 1] rge percentage is spent in 
New Glasgow stores. 

The effect of the increasing indus 
trial population on the agricultural 
situation is highly important. In Pic 
tou County, which contains some of 
the best farming land in the Province, 
the number of abandoned farms is a 
depressing feature. Lack of markets 
was the direct cause of the agricul- 
tural slump, which led to the disap- 
pearance of a large section of the 
farming community. To-day young 
people do not leave the farm because 
there is no money in farming; in the 
New Glasgow district they leave be- 
cause wages are so good in the fac- 
tories and the life is attractive. 
Meanwhile prices of farm products 
are soaring and production cannot 
keep pace with the demand. A strong 
movement has set in to settle the land. 
Already abandoned farms are being 
re-occupied and steps are being taken 
to encourage English settlers to come 
in and cultivate the soil. 

The moral of New Glasgow's story 
fe that commerce and agriculture will 
prosper in proportion to the induds- 
trial growth, and on the success of 
the industries will depend the welfare 
of the agricultural and commercial 
classes. Develop the industries and 
there will be a stable foundation on 
which farmers and merchants can 
build. Hamper them and all classes 
will feel the effect.

Since then I have 
taught school myself and have used 
the trick occasionally, entirely for ex- 
perimental purposes, however. 

I have also sought the scientific ox 
planation, but with little success. It 
may, however, be somewhat analogous 
to the process of tasting. You know 
it is imposaible to taste anything that 
is not disso:ved in water or is not a 
liquid itself So the moisture on the 
nostrils must carry the smaller partt- 
cles of smoke in a more or less damp 
state to the olfactory nerve ends and 
thus make ce smell more apparent. 
At least this is the only explanatioa 
I have ever found for the phenomen- 
on.

| PREMIER OF GREECE IS NATION'S | 
BISMARCK | 


His Statecraft and Intrigues 
Was Work of Lifetime 

From Athens comes the story of tha, 
| founding of, he Ba kan alliance is one 
|of the most romantic in the history 
of diplomacy. 

When Eleutherias Venizelos became 
| premier of Greece he was obliged io 
cut himself away from his own dear 
est wishes, his life's work—the union 
of Crete with Greece. He realized 
; that Greece was in no position to 
enforce the claim, Therefore eepd 
must wait til she was strong enough 
to do so. | 

He also realized that Greece alone 
could never enforce the claim. The 
key to Crete lay {n Macedonia, and 


Macedonia could only be won by 
agreement with the Balkan Slavs. Bur 
not only was there keen rivalry be- 
the Slavs and the Greeks in 
Montenegro, ut much blood of the 
innocent flowed between them, Tha 
Bu garian and Serb leaders were sus- 
picious of Greece and the suspicion 
was reciprocated. 

One of the great problems between 
Bulgaria and Greece in Macedon‘a 
was the ques‘ion of the schools. Eaci 
country, in order to protect its na- 
tionals, kept on establishing numer- 
ous schools in all parts, Irrespective 
of the recogn'!zed spheres of influence 

M. Venize os decided to deal with 
‘his question first. Through the 
Greek patriarch in Constantinople he 
made proposals to the Bulearians for 
finaly settling this question. The 
Bulgarian diplomats who were calle) 
In by the Bulgarian exarch were sur- 
prised not only at the very reasonab!: 
proposals of the Greek premier, but 
that he evidently intended genulineiy 
'o carry out ris promises. 

In this way, little by litte, confi 
dence was assured between the four 
Balkan states. The next step, taken 
in the spring of last year, was the 
hinting at an offensive and defensive 
alliance, This delicate work was 
| undertaken ly M. Gryparis, Greek 

minister at Constantinople. But 

things did not progress very far in 

Constantinopie, and M. Venizelos do 
|elded to undertake it himself. He 

went to Lausanne, and while there he 

fisappeared.

jeler. M. Gryparis was then recalled 
to Athens, is minister of foreign af- 
fairs, to condvet the negotiations with 
Servia and Mortenegro, When these 
were completed he returned as min- 
ister to Constantinople to sign the 
treaty of alanece last May. 

In April of this year the powers got 
wind that an alliance was conclude! 
| or about to be concluded, between 
Bulgaria and Greece, and the minis 
ters accredited to the Greek court vis- 
ited M. Venizelos, and asked If this 
information were true. M. Veniz- 
elos was moat polite, hut would they 
ca! again, h> was so busy just now. 

The same day he telegraphed to 
Gueshoff to close a big Greek school 
it Sofia and imprison the teachers.

Solved by a Clever Woman 


A bright woman who decided that 
much time was lost and much energy 
wasted on washdays in putting up and 
taking down the clothes line caused | 
@ post to be constructed at one end 
of her yard that was really a hollow 
box and was large enough to hold 
the entire clothes line.

A WATER TELESCOPE 


Wonders of the Deep Visible by This 
Simple Device
